2 Document Dl is regarded as the closest prior art and 
discloses a component which absorbs airborne sound 
according to the preamble of claim 1. 

2.1 The subject matter of the independent claim 1 
differs from this in that: those wall sections which 
can oscillate and face the sound incidence are 
closed in an airtight manner, with the resonant 
absorber being provided with one or more spacers, in 
such a manner that at least the majority of those 
wall sections of the hollow chambers which face the 
sound incidence make no contact with the porous 
layer and can oscillate independently of it. 

2.2 The subject matter of claim 1 is thus novel (PCT 
Article 33(2)). The problem addressed by the present
